FORT BENNING, Ga. — Fort 
Benning’s 4th Trans. Co., is re- 
ceiving 16 H-37 helicopters, mak- 
ing it the first such organization 
in the Army to incorporate the 
aircraft. 

The Lawson Army Aijir Field 
unit has obtained to date seven 
of the new helicopters from the 
Sikorsky Aircraft Co. at Bridge- 
port, Conn. These aircraft are 
replacing the presently used H-34 
helicopters. 

The H-37 medium helicopters 
are powered by two 2500 horse- 
power engines and are capable of | 
carrying 26 fully equipped troops | 
or 10,000 pouds of cargo. The air- 
craft differs from conventional | 
helicopters in that they have five | 
rotor blades instead of the usual | 
four. In addition, the H-37 fea- | 
tures a forward clam shell door | 
that opens in the front of the air- | 
craft, facilitating loading and un 
loading.

Going Down 


Mr. Wilson having writ large upon the 
wall a second time, the way to the door 
marked Exit presumably is clearly indicated 
to another 1500 or 1600 Reserve officers. If 
the same rough-handed procedure is used in 
the second reduction in force as is now being 
done in chopping 60,000 men from the 
Army’s rolls, that many Reservists may look 
for a “Dear John” letter well before June 
1958. After that date, Mr. Wilson has hint- 
ed, another cut of 100,000 may be ordered 
for the a®fmed forces, lowering their strength 
to 214 million and bringing to another large 
body of officers the end of what they believed 
to be their Army careers. 

(Incidentally, for the past several 
months people have been referring to Mr. 
Wilson as the “outgoing Secretary of De- 
fense.” Seems to us he is just about the 
only one not going out.) 

The uncertainties of life under the Eisen- 
hower-Wilson regime—coupled with the 
Army command’s apparent inability to think 
of any way to effect a cut other than to lop 
off Reservists by the carload—certainly pose 
a knotty problem for the men potentially 
concerned. Should they forestall the blow 
by taking their separation money now and 
trying their hands at civilian jobs? Or is 
it better to sweat out the next couple of 
years and, if the axe falls then, resign them- 
selves and their families to a greatly reduced 
living standard until retirement? (The an- 
swer to this whole problem for the Pentagon, 
of course, possibly may lie in the Army 
Times early-retirement plan, presented in 
these pages some months ago. We offer it 
free of charge to anyone who will take the 
trouble to consider it.) 

From the larger view, however,’ the 
latest Wilson cut goes far beyond the needs 
described above, urgent as they are. 

We believe, and have said so before, that 
the unilateral disarmament program being 
indulged in by the U.S. and its allies is 
nothing less than foolhardy—and it doesn’t 
matter how often Mr. Wilson gives us that 
“Papa knows best” routine. 

We think the people know very well that 
the defense program is being slashed right, 
left and down the middle not because (as 
Mr. Wilson says) our military strength “is 
getting more powerful all the time” (because 
it isn’t), not because Mr. Eisenhower has 
approved of the cuts and Mr. Wilson knows 
of no one better suited to pass judgment on 
the subject, but simply because the Adminis- 
tration is determined not to exceed its self- 
imposed $38 billion defense budget ceiling 
this year, or to ask Congress to raise the 
debt ceiling. 

That’s the situation and the Adminis- 
tration is not being honest in failing to tell 
the people so. 


Whose Car? 


Down in Leesville, La., it’s a crime to pick 
up someone or his baggage in your private 
car and carry him or it for profit, unless 
you’re licensed to do so. 

The locals seem to be very touchy about 
this prerogative—so much so that soldiers 
at nearby Fort Polk have been advised by 
headquarters not to pick up or discharge 
friends in their vehicles, even without 
charge, near the railway or bus stations or 
any taxi stands. Otherwise, they risk a fine 
or a hitch in the Leesville pokey. 

The post command’s intention is good in 
trying to avoid “even the appearance of evil.” 
But isn’t this genuflecting a little too deeply 
to a town that would disappear if Polk 
weren’t there?

Let Out the Right Men!

I believe the majority of career men 
and a great share of inductees and Re- 
servists would agree that marginal or in- 
effective men, as well as those whose edu- 
cational deficiencies may limit their poten- 
tial job performance, should be eliminated 


from the service. However, in the case 
of those whose educational level may be 
cause for elimination, mueh care should 
be exercised in screening their service 
records. 

Many enlisted men with little education 
but with years of creditable service ex- 
perience are a distinct asset to the mili- 
tary service, not only because they are 
dependable on jobs requiring lesser skills 
but also because they set an excellent 
example for our yOung soldiers, 

This should not go unrecognized. This 
Army is not yet “pushbutton” and in all 
likelihood will not be so in the near future. 

More thought should be given to 
a complete revamping of our training 
system, insofar as concerns job perform- 
ance and allied skills, plus the mandatory 
training and fatigue details. In those 
services (technical, etc.) requiring profes- 
sional or scientific training, a short but 
complete military training program should 
be required S80 that the S&P people can 
function as combat-qualified soldiers, 
should the need arise. 

At the same time, those whose educa- 
tional levels are not all that is desired 
should not arbitrarily be given the boot. 
Many of these men are the backbone of 
the Army, both frem a traditional and a 
practical point of view. They have de- 
voted their lives to the Army and history 
will record their exploits. Perhaps their 
ultimate usefulness is solely to pack a 


rifle up some unknown hill or to some- 


objective in the defense of Our country— 
is this not the role purpose of all of us 
who wear the uniform? 

Further research into this subject will 
reveal that some of our higher IQ sol- 
diers—and the term “soldiers” is~ used 
loosely—are the chronic gripers, the mal- 
contents, the guardhouse lawyers and, in 
general, the troublemakers. 

Take stock of the. average incident 


or delinquency report today; look at the 
volume of letters of indebtedness that 
pour into each unit. The average com- 
pany commander and his staff are over- 
burdened with the grief caused by the 
type of people in question. 


They are not men and not soldiers and 


will not adjust and assume any semblance 
of good behavior. They are incapable of 
mature action. 

This type cruises along in the service, 
harasses the chaplain and inspector gen- 
eral, spreads rumors, wrongfully influ- 
ences other young soldiers, causes hard- 
ship on co-workers and superiors alike by 
disloyalty and pretense of a job well- 
done. To these men, Article 31 is their 
Fifth Amendment and they ride it to 
the death. 

I believe this type should face elimina- 
tion, rather than those who, with a little 
push and sincere counselling, can advance 
their educational standing.

Sees Discrimination 
In Some Awards 


EAU CLAIRE, Wisc.: An edition 
of your paper this spring contained 
a letter commenting on the award 
of a commendation ribbon with 
metal pendant to a disproportion- 
ate number of field grade officers. 

In your issue of 14 September 
the same point is noted. Of 16 
awards, seven are to field grade of- 
fieers, three to company grade of- 
ficers and six to enlisted men. 
This hardly meets with the recom- 
mendation of Par. 13 (3), AR 672- 
5-1. (Which says it is “particularly 
desirable that awards of this decor- 
ation be made to company grade 
officers, warrant’ offieers and. en- 
listed personnel . , .” — Editor.) 

A review of the duty for which 

‘the awards were made also makes 
one wonder. No awards were made 
to line soldiers and only one was 
made for duty in a line unit (sup- 
ply sergeant). Two were made for 
acts of courage and all the rest 
went to a battalion commander, ‘a 
battalion. sergeant major and to 
KMAG, post, supply JAG and Na- 
tional Guard Bureau personnel. 

What is the lesson here? Are 
there no soldiers who deserve this 
award, or is it easier to meet the 
criteria if-you are a senior officer 
or assigned to a higher headquar- 
ters?

plans. Most firms pay to move 
their employees’ families and 
household goods. In fact, the only 
“fringe benefit” included in the 
above that is not provided by at 
least some civilian employers is 
the theater privilege. 

The Cordiner Committee report 
points out that in private industry 
the cost of fringe benefits per em- 
ployee averages $819 a year,'com- 
pared to $684 spent on enlisted 
fringe benefits by the services. 
These figures include’ amounts 
spent for retirement by both mili- 
tary and civilian employers, so 
that to make .the comparison more 
accurate, retirement should be cut 
from the $684 above since it has 
been included in figuring military 
pay. 

The only possible conclusian 
from these figures—which are 
1955 figures in the case of civil- 
ian employment, supplied by the 
U. S. Chamber of Commerce—is 
that fringe benefits make civilian 
employment financially more at- 
tractive than is military employ- 
ment.

HAVING DISPOSED of this, let’s 
take the other side of the coin. 

Among the “hardships” of mili- 
tary life are “frequent mioves,” 
“lack of stability-in assignment,” 
“inability to put down roots in a 
community and establish lifetime 
associations and friendships,” in- 
adequate housing, isolation; con- 
flict with the civilian community. 

The strange thing about some of 
these complaints is that it ig just 
these things that are used as re- 
cruiting come-ons. For example, 
who hasn’t heard the plea—“Join 
the Army and See the World”; 
or “Join the Army for Travel!” 

Job stability doesn’t exist in 
civilian life for the ambitious in- 
dividual. Often, the only way he 
can get ahead is by changing jobs. 
And changing jobs means frequent 
moves.

FACT IS, military society pro- 
vides a community, granted one 
that has no one physical location, 
but which guarantees that a ca- 
reer soldier will seldom find him- 
self assigned to a place in which 
he has no acquaintances. 

Conflict with the civilian com- 
munity is not much different from 
the schisms and cliques that exist 
in civilian life.

2. Except in one basic area — 
adequate housing—only the finan- 
cial aspect of a military career pre- 
vents it from being as attractive 
as a civilian career for a substan- 
tial number of people.

can be assured of adequate pay 
for the support of themselves and 
their families, adequate housSing, 
schooling, medical care, and final- 
ly, the respect of the hation for | 
the military. profession. 

What a career soldier wants is | 
neither more nor less than any 
man wants in choosing and follow- 
ing a career. 

He can do much for himself in| 
making a military career satis-| 
factory and in earning respect for | 
his calling. But he is dependent on 
Congress specificially and the na- 
tion generally for adequate pay | 
and provision for his family.

@ SKY-DIVING: This resolu- 
tien urges the Army to authorize 
“gky-diving” as a recognized com- 
petitive sport for qualified para- 
chutists of the armed forces. “Sky- 
diving” is considered far safer than 
many ground sports. 

@ AIRBORNE AIRLIFT: Pro- 
pesed resojution on this subject 
urges the Department of Defense

Army Air Pioneer Gets 
First ‘One-One’ Rating 


FORT RUCKER, Ala. — Col. 
Robert R. Williams, president of 
the Army Aviation Board, was re- 
cently awarded the Master Army 
Aviator Badge. 


This is the first Army “one-one” 
rating given to an officer on active 
duty, and indicates that Col. Wil- 
liams is, among other things, the 
holder of a special instrument card. 
(An officer who had just com- 
pleted flight school would be rated 
“three-three” and would have no 
instrument -rating.) 

There have been many other 
“firsts” in Col. Williams’ career 
since he started flying in 1935 at 
Baton Rouge. 

In 1942 the War Department 


- Issued a directive which established 


organic air observation for field 
artillery and created a require- 
ment for the training of Army 
aviators. Col. Williams was a mem- 
ber of the initial class of 19 avia- 
tion trainees. He became the first 
ground force liaison pilot to hold 
an Army Air Corps instrument 
rating (1942) and the first Army 
aviator to hold an Air Force green 
instrument éard, which he has held 
continuously since 1950. . 

Other “firsts”. include his havin 
been the first air officer of the 
first Army aviation aircraft oper- 
ational unit, the U.S. Constabulary 
Flight Detachment, which was the 
first Army aviation unit to own and 
operate multi-engine aircraft 
(C-45’s).

TO BE AWARDED ae Master 
Aviation -Badge, a pilot must be 
assigned or detailed in a branch of 
service authorized Army aviation, 
hold the designation of Senior 
Army Aviator, and be currently on 
flying status. 

In addition, the pilot must have 
been designated as an Army avia- 
tor, a Senior Army Aviator or as 
a _ liaison pilot in the Army on fly- 
ing status for a minimum of 15 
years. Also, he must have logged 
officially at least 3000 hours fly- 
ing time as a pilot. 

Finally, commissioned aviators 
must have held a valid Army, Navy 
or Air Force standard of higher 
instrument certificate for at least 
five years prior to the date of ap- 
plication, and must hold a cur- 
ently effective special instrument 
certificate. The pilot must also be 
currently qualified in rotary wing 
aircraft. 

Army wings with wreath-sur- 
rounded star will not be frequently 
seen in the near future, for only 
a handful of Army aviators can 
possibly qualify for this badge 
within the next year. 





Fort Meade 


Opens New

FORT MEADE, Md. — A

LET US START by examining 
the major aim of the average mili- 
tary person when he reaches re- 
tirement age. The normal person 
wants to make certain that by re- 
tirement date his estate is in order. 
By this is meant that he, before 
retirement, has weighed all aspects 
of his estate to make certain that 
he can enjoy his retirement, with 
peace of mind, 

He wants to insure that his plan 
of insurance, pensions, stocks, and 
bonds, annuities, and other equi- 
ties, is so designed that his family 
is taken care of properly in the 
event of his death following re- 
tirement. 

He must also keep in mind that 
the “30 and 5” — 30 years’ serv- 
ice or five years in permanent 
grade of colonel, whichever oc- 
curs last — will require that he 
retire upon reaching the age 
bracket pf 52-55 years, unless he 
attains general officer rank. This 
is an important factor to remem- 
ber, since, previously, the military 
person in the Regular services 
could remain on active duty until 
age 62 and his insurance plan was 
guided accordingly. 

This situation does not pertain 
today, since he must retire much 
earlier. So the Department of 
Defense introduced legislation 
which would furnish added secur- 
ity and protection for dependents 
of its retired members. As a re- 
sult, Public Law 239, 83d Con- 
gress, was enacted. 

Among other things, the bill pro- 
vided that all active members of 
the military services who have not 
completed over 18 years service 
creditable in the computation of 
basic pay, must elect (a choice of 
options was offered) within 
the period of one year. Army 
Regulations require the member

ing or rejecting coverage. 

The average reader may well 
ask: 

Well, what is the bill all about? 
How will it help me? Should I 
elect to take any of its provisions? 
Do I still need life insurance? 

Fair questions; how about some 
answers? 


Provisions of Bill 


AT THE OUTSET, it is pointed 
out that the individual does not 
pay one cent for the protection of- 
fered by this legislation until he 
reaches retirement age. Com- 
mencing with the date of retire- 
ment, payments are made monthly 
by deductions from retirement pay 
in an amount figured annually by 
a Board of Actuaries, appointed 
by the President. 

These monthly payments ‘are 
based on prevailing mortality rates 
and other data. The cost to the 
individual varies, depending prin- 
cipally on three factors: (1) the 
age of the principal at retirement, 
(2) the age of his wife and minor 
children, and, (3) type of retire- 
ment, viz. disability or nondisa- 
bility. Consideration is given to 
the established fact that women 
live, on the average, about five 
years longer than men, 

* > - 

THE OPTIONS available are 
four in number. The first three 
present to the retired member a 
choice of beneficiary. 

Option One makes the annuity 
payable monthly to the surviving 
widow until re-marriage, or death; 
Option Two, to the surviving. child 
or children until they reach the 
age of 18, providing she or he 
remains unmarried; Option Three, 





Fort Sam Economy Order 
Cuts Post Engineer Work 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex. — 
The first step of a strict economy 
plan has gone into effect here 
with the issuance of a memoran- 
dum pertaining to engineer activi- 
ties, according to Col. Henry F. 
Taylor, post commander. 

Particular emphasis will be 
placed on preventive maintenance, 


nance of grounds, and minor car- 
penter and plumbing repairs un- 
der supervision of the post engi- 
neer. 

A special effort will. be made 
to conserve electricity, gas 
and water. Air conditioning units 
will not be operated except when 
there is a requirement for cooling 
a definite area, and frequent light 


whose wife has died and has minor 
children, should elect Option Two, 
and the officer who has a wife and 
minor children, should elect Op- 
tion Three. All should keep in 
mind the provisions previously 
mentioned which makes an officer 
elect his choice when he has com- 
pleted 18 years of service, and the 
fact that he may be retired phys- 
ically at any time. 

This is important to remember 
in making the selection of options, 
because an officer, for example, 
may be retired unexpectedly for 
physical reasons with 20 years of 
service, and die shortly thereafter. 

Should this happen, and should 
he have, let us say, a wife and 
three minor children, the selection 
of Option Three should be obvious. 
This would mean that his widow 
would receive the payments until 
she either died or re-married, and 
thereafter the payments would 
continue to his children until the 
youngest one reached age 18, or 
until he or she married. 

In the remainder of this article, 
computations and costs will be 
predicated on the selection of Op- 
tion One, combined with Option 
Four. The reader, however, should 
keep in mind that he must select 
the option which will best fit his 
particular case. 

. * * 


OPTION FOUR permits the re- 
tired member to signify his desire 
to have the monthly deductions 
from retired pay (cost of the plan) 
cease in the event that all bene- 
ficiaries predecease the retired 
member, or become ineligible to 
receive annuity benefits. 

If this option is not selected in 
combination with either Options 
One, Two, Three, or Option One 
and Two, the law provides that the 
retired member must continue to 
pay a predetermined amount each 
month for life, regardless of 
whether the beneficiary prede- 
ceases the principal or becomes 
ineligible. 

It should be apparent that it 
would be foolhardy not to elect 
Option Four, because otherwise 
the member would be gambling, 
for a rather small savings, that 
the beneficiaries would definitely 
outlive the principal. 


Cost of the Plan 


IT IS IMPOSSIBLE in an article 
such as this to adequately cover 
the cost of the plan as it may af- 
fect all individuals. Army Regu- 
lations 35-1365 contains a series 
of tables which will enable the 


no effect and the original elec- 
tion remains. 

This five-year stricture has 
galled many potential users of 
the plan. The future, spread 
over such a long time, is too un- 
certain, they say. 

A bill (HR 2396) was intro- 
duced into the 85th Congress’ 
first session which would allow 
a man who has signed up to 
change his option, or even get 
out of the plan entirely, on two 
years’ notice. He would have to 
be on active duty for only two 
years thereafter for the change 
or revocation to take effect. 

The Budget Bureau blocked a 
Defense Department report on 
this measure and it saw no ac- 
tion during the session just past. 











the costs of such “one-half” pro- 
vision to the average Army of- 
ficer and cite\an example. 

Generally speaking, the monthly 
cost of the plan to the officer who 
retires in grade of colonel with 
30 years service in the age bracket 
52 to 55, and whose wife’s age is 
within two years of his own, will 
range somewhere between $60 and 
$85. This is predicated on the 
selection of Options 1 or 3 (“one- 
half” provision) in . combination 
with Option Four, providing the 
member does not retire. for physi- 
cal disability. (It should be noted 
that the cost to the member under 
any option is greatly increased if 
he retires for physical disability). 

* 7 + 

IT IS IMPORTANT to keep in 
mind that election of options may 
be modified or revoked at any time 
prior to retirement. However, 
such modification or revocation 
shall not be effective if he retires 
within five years after the date it 
is made, 

Another point to remember is 
that omce a person indicates that 
he does not wish to enter the plan 
he can never thereafter change 
this choice and make an election 
of the various options. 

These restrictive provisions were 
undoubtedly put into the law be- 
cause the Board of Actuaries is 
required to “cost” the plan so as to 
make it self-supporting, and with- 
out such restrictions the plan 
could not be actuarially sound. 


The “ifs” 


MUCH CONTROVERSY always 
arises concerning certain aspects 
of the survivors benefits law, 
which I refer to as the “ifs.” This 
can be stated simply that - pay- 


annuity plan must be actuarilly 
sound. Otherwise, it could not be 
supported. 
. * 

UNDER the Survivors’ Benefits 
you may find that Joe Doaks’ wife 
will be the lucky one and start 
collecting one-half of her hus- 
band’s reduced retired pay because 
she has been unfortunate enough 
to lose her husband the month 
he retired. Conversely, Bill Jones 
may pay into the plan for 10 years, 
keep his health, and save his wife, 
die suddenly, thereby losing all 
the deductions made until that 
time. 

But Bill Jones has always had 
the “peace of mind” of ‘knowing 
his wife would ‘have been amply 
protected had he died first. 

Then let us take the case of 
“Average Smith,” whose wife out- 
lives him by five to seven years 
and collects over $260 a month for 
the entire period (total equals 
$15,600 to $21,840). Let’s assume 
that the officer himself had lived 
for 11 years following retirement. 
Had he taken Options One and 
Four, he would have contributed a 
little more than $9,000 for this 
protection. 

af o _ 

THERE IS ONE other aspect of 
this plan which has _ bothered 
some people. They ask, “Why do 
I have to indicate so far in ad- 
vance whether I ititend to enter 
the plan?” 

The answer should be obvious. 
It is to prevent selecting against 
the plan. By that, is meant the 
military person must indicate his 
desire to enter the plan while he 
is relatively young and in good 
health. 

It would be ridiculous to per- 
mit the choice of options to be 
made at retirement, because at 
that time all the “cripples” would 
enter the plan. This would re- 
quire a much larger cost of pay- 
ments and a commensurate rise in 
the cost of the plan to all con- 
cerned. 

In brief, the answer to the orig- 
inal question, is to protect all 
members who indicate their de- 
sire to enter the plan. 


Summary 


IT HAS BEEN the author’s aim 
in this article to highlight in’ as 
simple terms as possible, the bene- 
fits to be derived by active par- 
ticipation in the “Survivors’ Bene- 
fits” legislation for retired per- 
sonnel. Of these benefits, “peace 
of mind” stands out by far, as

WHITE OAK, Md.—A cheaper, 
lighter plastic cartridge case may 
replace brass in artillery ammu- 
nition as a result of tests at the 
Naval Qagnancs Laboratory here. 

Made of a newly-developed plas- 
tic called Cycolac, the plastic cases 
weigh 2.5 pounds against 5.9 for 
brass and estirhated mass produc- 
tion cost per case will be about 
$2.50 as compared with $3.40 for 
metal. 

In firing tests with a 105mm 
howitzer, the new plastic cartridge 
eases have withstood gas pressures 
ranging from 6000 to.35,000 pounds 
per square inch.

FORT BENNING, Ga.—Fort Benning officials last week 
reported completion of the first phase of what is believed 
to be the most extensive and comprehensive attack on insects 


ever undertaken. 

Entomologists in the preventive 
medicine division at the post hos- 
pital and officials in the roads and 
‘grounds branch of the. Infantry 
Center engineer section claim the 
fire ant danger which became 
acute on the 182,779 acre Benning 
reservation early this summer has 
been stamped out. 

Col. William S. Shoemaker, post 
engineer, reported that the insects 
in the housing areas have been an- 
nihilated by the application of 
over 41,000 pounds of granular 
heptchlor.- Another 60,000 pounds 
of the grayish-yellow insecticide is 
or hand for use on places not yet 
spvayed, such as parade grounds, 


om golf courses and open fields where 


e fire ant danger is less acute. 
The post purchased 50 tons of the 
insecticide at a cost of approxi- 
mately $22,000 when the danger 
became apparent early this sym- 
mer,

Fire ants are believed to have 
entered this country at Mobile, 
Ala., about 1925, They are one- 
eighth to one-quarter inch in 
length. Several types can fly. 
Injury to humans occurs when 
they disturb the ant mound and 
the ants become superactive and 
attack anything in the vicinity.

But now the West Germans, con- 
siderably more exposed to Soviet 
violence than Britain or France, 
have openly defied the Kremlin. 


European nation in the U.N. ex- 
cept Finland voting to condemn 
Soviet brutality in Hungary. 

An immediate and automatic re- 
assessment of the quality of Soviet 
power will take place in the mind 
of every Asian and African who 
learns of these events.

BEING half Asian themselves in 
their ways of thought, the Soviet 
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leaders will be thoroughly aware 
of this fact. Counter-measures to 
reverse the trend become, inevit- 
ably, the No. 1 consideration of 
Soviet foreign policy. 

The dafigerous character of this 
situation lies in the fact that, So- 
viet power having been called into 
question. Soviet power must be 
reestablished in its former place 
of pride. 

That is a requirement which 
could indeed lead the Soviet Union 
and the world step by step closer 
to “the brink of war.”

Army Troops 
Fight Fires 
In California 


FORT MacARTHUR, Calif. — 
Army troops played major roles in 
combating a series of southern 
California forest fires which broke 
out almost simultaneously during 
the weekend of Sept. 8-9. 

Troops from Fort MacArthur, 
Fort Ord and Camp Irwin, Calif., 
were rushed to the fire scenes soon 
after a hurry-up call for assistance 
was issued by various civil fire de- 
partments when the blazes became 
uncontrollable. 

Most serious was a 15,000 acre 
blaze on 6500-foot Mount Gleason 
which threatened to surround a 
Nike guided missile site of the 
47th AAA Brigade. 

An even 200 men from Det. 15, 
each of the AA battalions from 
Los Angeles, the 108th AAA Group 
Fort MacArthur, battled the fire 
for three days and nights before it 
was contained. They were able to 
only snatch an hour’s sleep at a 
time for the most part.

of greater battlefield dispersion of 
troop units. 


In order to show the vital role 
of Army aircraft in an atomic war, 
the Aviation Center’s 99th Combat 
Team has organized a- pentomic 
rifle company for demonstration of 
mock atomic battles composed of 
members of the BCT and the Army 
Aviation Regiment. 

The new pentomie division or- 
ganization has as its basie unit the 
ROCID company made up of four 
| rifle platoons and one weapons pla- 
toon, compared with the former 
company of three rifle platoons, and 
a weapons platoon. 

Each rifle platoon has~ four 
| eleven man squads rather than 
| nine man squads to fill the normal 
| passenger capacity of transport 
| helicopters. 
| Helicopter air assaults with com- 
| bat troops of the ROCID company 
requires exact formation flying to 
insure that elements of the com- 
pany are landed close to their 
| group commanders and equipment 
so that there is no delay in making 
orderly assault on the objective. 

The ROCID company combat 
| exercise at the Aviation Center has 
|been used for three main objec- 
| tives. It acquaints visiting groups 
| with the types and uses of Army 
j aircraft, how they can be armed, 
|and the fire power they have in 
| the air. Secondly, the ROCID exer- 
|cise demonstrates how the Sky 
|Cavalry can support the ground 
elements. Finally, and most im- 
| portant, the demonstration shows 
| how effectively foot soldiers can 
| combat an enemy in an atomic 
j battle by using the mobility af- 
forded by Army aviation.

Niagara Ponders Origins 
Of 350-Lb. Cannon Ball 


FORT NIAGARA, N. Y. — His- 
torians from the Old Fort Niagara 
Association are searching for clues 
on the elusive origin of a 350 
pound cannon-ball found buried in 
the sandy -bank of Lake Ontario 
last week just 300 yards from the 
ancient garrison’s East Bastion. 


The cast-iron “shell” — largest | : 


object of its kind ever discovered 
in this area—was hauled from the 
waters’ edge on the lakes’ south 
shore, carried up a 40-foot cliff 
and gently carted away (in case 
of a still live powder-charge) by 
Fort Niagara’s 40th Explosive 
Ordnance Det. commanded by Ist 
Lt. Walter *Korsgaard. Three Fort 
Niagara youngsters had come 
across the cannon-ball while romp- 
ing on the beach two days earlier. 

Weekend research on the huge 
object by the lieutenant and 
Grove S. McClellan, Executive vice- 
president of the Old Fort Niagara 
Association, led almost conclusive- 
ly to the belief that the ball is 
genuine and not a “wrecking 
weight” dropped into the lake by 
a prankster as authorities first be- 
lieved. 

Now however, according to sep- 
arate explanations by McClelland 
and Dr. Robert W. Bingham, his- 
torian for the association, the ob- 
ject’s very authenticity places it 
in several historical back grounds 
separated by at least a century. 

“Although the ball is 14% inches 
in diameter,” McClellan said, “it 
may have been fired from a mortar 
used by the British Provincial 


Militia during their 18-day siege | 
on the Fort’s North Bastion in| 


1759.” 

With a different view, Dr. Bing- 
ham stated today that evidence 
points toward a more recent vint- 
age for the ball.

Some Space Going to the Dogs 


A New Puppy 


A well-known dog expert offers this advice on 
the all-important first day in bringing home a 
new’ puppy for a child: 

Taking a puppy from a litter is taking him 
from the only security he has ever known. Use 
a basket or carrying case, and handle it as little 
as possible in the trip home. Before you take 
him out, prepare his bed. If he is to sleep in 
the house, a good method is put @p a little fence 
around his corner of the room and cover 
that part of the floor with newspapers. If you 
let him run, plan for accidents, 

At best, he is going to be seared, and this is 
no time to start housebreaking. Try to keep the 
children away from him for 12 hours, when much 
of the strangeness will havé worn off. Don’t pet 
him much until he comes to you. And don’t 
tie a string around his neck if he has not yet 
learned to walk on a leash. You can puf water 
down for him after the first hour, but don’t feed 
him for at least four hours. No baths until he

BOOKS COMING OUT IN OCTOBER: 


HEN Congress passed the draft law in 1863 to raise men to crush 

the Southern rebellion, riots erupted in New York City. A study 

of these violent riots will be published by Julian Messner under the 
title of July, 1863. Author is Irving Werstein. 

The National Geographic Society, not usually associated with book 
publishing, is bringing out a third edition of Indians of the Americas, 
which has 262 paintings and photographs in full color, $7.50. 

A publisher of inexpensive editions, Penguin, has just reprinted 
three major works at 95 cents apiece. They are Stendhal’s Scarlet and 
Black, Dostoyevsky’s Crime and Punishment and A. S. Romer’s Man 
and the Vertebrates. Two new 85 cent Penguin books are Atomic Radia- 
tion and Life, by Peter Alexander, and Man and Automation, by L. Lan- 
don Goodman. 

The International Photography Yearbook, the $6.95 annual, is being 
published next week by St. Martin’s Press. Other new books by the 
same publisher include Small Boat Through Belgium, Lebanon in His- 
tory and a reissue of Namir’s The Structure of Politics. 

About a fifth of the land area in the United States belongs to the 
federal government. Johns Hopkins Press is bringing out a study of the 
management of these lands, titled The Federal Lands: Their Use and 
Management, The authors are Marion Clawson, former director of the 
Bureau of Land Management, and Burnell Held, an agricultural econo- 
mist. Johns Hopkins also is publishing a book for real specialists — 
it’s Stefan Einarsson’s History of Icelandic Literature. 

Michelangelo will be the subject of a new novel to be published by 
Random House. Title of Sidney Alexander’s intensively-researched 
book is Michelangelo the Florentine. The publisher has hit the Book- 
of-the-Month Club, jackpot with two new works: The Return of Lady 
Brace, by Nancy Wilson Ross, and A Dictionary of Contemporary Ameri- 
can Usage, by Bergen and Cornelia Evans. 

If you want to know all about the advertising business, you can get 
a copy of What Have You Done for Me Lately?, a portrait of Madison 
Ave. by Walter Schwimmer, the man who claims to have invented spot 
announcements and giveaway quiz shows. Citadel Press, the publisher, 
also is bringing out a volume of Marcel Proust’s Letters to His Mother 
and a book by Alfred Noyes clearing the blackened name (the charge 
was homosexualism) of Irish patriot Roger Casement. The title is The 
Accusing Ghost of Roger Casement. 

A study of America’s role in the breakup of Austro-Hungary and 
the creation of Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia is being published this 
month by Princeton University Press. The title is The United States 
and Central Europe, 1914-1918, and the author is Florida State prof 
Victor S. Mamatey. Princeton has published a number of books of 
particular interest to the military services, including such titles as 
Soldiers and Scholars, by John W. Masland and Laurence I. Radway; 
A Military History of Modern China, by F. E. Liu (he was a Nationalist 
army Officer who explains why Chiang’s forces collapsed); Guerilla 
Communism in Malaya, by Lucian W, Pye; The War Potential of Nations, 
by Klaus Knorr; Realities of American Foreign Policy, by George F. 
Kennan; and Military Policy and National Security, by W. W. Kaufmann. 

Rinehart’s October list consists of four major titles. They are The 
Gingko Tree, by Sheelagh Burns; The Tall Stranger by D. E. Stevenson; 
Cornflake Crusade, by Gerald Carson, and March the Ninth, R. C. Hut- 
chinson. 

The Twentieth Century Fund (New York City) is working on a two- 
volume study of civil-military relations in war and peace in the United 
States. The first book, a historical review of the past two decades of 
civil-military relations, is due next year. Volume II will contain case 
histories on decisions. 

World War II is the background for two Ocicher books being pub- 
lished by Macmillan. Elleston Trevor’s The Killing Ground is the 
story of a tank outfit in Normandy during the battle to close the Falaise 
pocket.

Old San Juan streets are narrow, 
full of people, small shops and 
cafes—a distinct touch of pictur- 
esque Spain. Sightseeing by car 
—if you really want to see things 
—would be difficult. You’ll be 
glad you are afoot to explore the 
small alleys and staired streets— 
and .to pause for a “refresco” or a 
“coco frio” or step inside a church 

» along the way. 

Five blocks from Plaza de Colon 
is the city hall, or Municipio, lo- 
cated on the lovely little Plaza 
Baldorioty. An exotic patio with 
an ornate wishin well marks the 
entrance. Municipio was original- 
ly an old residence, a reproduction 
of the Municipal Building in Ma- 
drid. The city bought it and re- 
modeled it between 1796-99. Its 
facade features two graceful 
towers, one with a chime clock. 
Under the towers and connecting 
them, is an arcade wall facing the 
plaza in traditional, romantic style. 
From this balcony San Juan’s be- 
loved lady mayor, Dona Felisa Rin- 
con de Gautier, officiates over 
many colorful ceremonies. 

From the city hall you walk up 
Calle San Jose to the old Domini- 
can church where the family of 
Ponce de Leon worshipped. Con- 
struction of the San Jose church 
was started about 1530; aside from 
a few repairs and glistening white 
coat of paint, it is very little 
changed today. On a tiny plaza 
in front of the church stands a 
statue of Ponce de Leon cast from 
British cannon which were cap- 
tured in 1797.

ACROSS vron San Jose church |} 
and at the entrance to Fort Brooke, 
the United States National Park 
Service headquarters are located. 
Inside are permanent exhibits | 
which present graphically the stra- 
tegic importance of Puerto Rico. 
Here you will meet uniformed, bi- 
lingual guides to escort you to 
nearby El Morro fortress, the 
island’s most historic point of in- 
terest to the average U.S. tourist. 

The walk to the fort, through the 
U.S. military post known as Fort 
Brooke; is a pleasant one and takes 
just a few minutes.

El Morro is an impressive sight. 
A free, conducted. tour through its 
massive walls takes only about 45 
minutes and no traveler to Puerto 
Rico should pass up the oppor- 
tunity. El Morro is not in ruins— 
it is very much intact, still the 
sturdy protector of the old city 
and San Juan harbor. 

Calle Cristo takes you down 
hill past the Cathedral of San 
Juan Bautista, patron saint of 
the city. Ponce de Leon is 
buried in this large chugch 
which was once destroyed by a 
hurricane and sacked by the 
Dutch during an invasion. 

Cristo is the town’s most color- 
ful, narrow street and in olden 
days was the scene of many spec- 
tecular horse races., It is filled 
with fancy grilled balconies, tiny 
restaurants and shops and still re- 
tains the simple charm of its cen- 
turies-old past. 

If you turn right at Cristo and 
Fortaleza streets you'll see the 
magnificent white palace of the 
governor, La Fortaleza. Built in 
1540, it was originally intended as 
a fort. It was rebuilt in 1639 as 
the island government house with 
distinctily Moorish architecture. 

Walking downhill along Tetuan 
street on the way to the federal 
building, you'll pass San Juan 
bankers row—the financial core of 
the island. Such well-known in- 
stitutions as Royal Bank of Can- 
ada, Bank of Nova Scotia, National 
City Bank of New York, Chase Na- 
tional Bank are represented along 
with local banks like the Banco 
Popular and Credito y Ahorro Pon- 
ceno. 

The Federal building is occupied

N.H. Color 
Festival 
Due Early 


CONCORD, N.H. — New’ Hamp- 
shire’s famed autumn color ‘show 
is arriving about a week earlier 
than al this year. That's. the 
opinion of about 40 special” “leaf 
watchers” who, from now until Oct. 
10, will be making twice-a-week 
reports by radio and teletype to 
autumn foliage bulletin headquar- 
ters at the Planning and Develop- 
ment Commission, Concord, N.H. 

In their first flash on the status 
of New Hampshire’s “Colorama,” 
the Forest Fire Lookouts, Highway 
engineers and patrolmen, and state 
park managers in the “Leaf Watch- 
ers Corps” were almost unanimous 
in their observations. 

They expect the “peak” of color 
to arrive in the Scenic State be- 
tween Sept. 28 and Oct. 2. How 
long the successive waves of color 
will last is up to the weatherman, 
but the experts believe it will re- 
main for the Columbus Day week- 
end, barring bad storms. 


Last spring the trees came into 
leaf much earlier than usual.

soMay goodness. I expected air 

conditioning to cool our 
mobile home but I didn’t expect 
it to do all this!” 

That was Mrs. Mobile Home- 
maker of 1957 speaking. In pri- 
vate life she is Mrs. Peggy Swan- 
bom, wife of USAF Capt: Robert 
Swanbom and mother of six-year- 
old Karen Swanbom. Together 
they live in a 40-foot mobile home 
at Ever Breeze Trailer Court near 
Biloxi, Miss. where Captain Swan- 
bom is stationed.

Rad-Safe Man 
Is Vital Today 


CAMP DESERT ROCK, Nev.-— 
In this center of nuclear testing 
and development, strange-sounding 
words crop up frequently in the 
conversations of scientists, Gls and 
observers. 


And because of the nature of the 
activity here which involves the 
werld’s most potent man-made 
force, the soldier training for a 
bomb test is quick to learn the 
meaning and significance of these 
new words. , 

For example, take these two 
words: “Roentgen” and “Rad-Safe.” 


Roentgen is the unit of measure- 
ment used to determine an amount 
of gamma radiation. Here, it meas- 
ures radiation that remains in the 
area after a nuclear explosion. 

To measure this radiation, and 
protect the men who may be ex- 
posed to it, the Army has trained 
Radiological Safety Monitors (Rad- 
Safe experts) who must detect ra- 
diation and warn of excessive 
amounts. The Rad-Safe man pro- 
vides the soldier with the kind of 
reassurance that the housewife 
feels knowing that the cop is on 
duty at the corner.

makes the mcdern medical soldier's 
life seem fairly leisurely. 

“It wasn’t possible then for any 
of the men to get away for the 
whole weekend. His mule had to 
be fed, it had to be groomed. It 
had to be cared for, in fact, exactly 
like the less cheerful kind of hos- 
pital patient. But the men liked 
their mules and they liked their 
jobs.”

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Some Hints 
On Travel 
Photographs 


By JACOB DESCHIN 


HAVING just had an all too brief 
taste of travel photography 
myself, I would like to pass along 
to my readets some observations 
on the possibilities. For the serv- 
iceman abroad it is the chance of 
a lifetime, though not all, unfor- 
tunately, take full advantage of the 
opportunities offered by new sights 
and experiences. 

Generally speaking, the principal 
buildings and standard sights are 
best left to the postcard photog- 
rapher who has the leisure to 

me 7 choose the light- 
f ing, to return 
, again and again 
until it is right, 
and uses pro- 
fessional equip- 
ment and ex- 
perience to turn 
out satisfying 
records, Of 
course, there 
will be occasions 
when the ama- 
teur will want 
to shoot such subjects even though 
he knows fine postcards are avail- 
able, becaus2 the lighting happened 
to be particularly interesting or 
because he wanted to combine the 
building with human interest, or 
saw the building in a particularly 
personal way 

By far the best thing a photog- 
rapher looking for pictures in a 
strange place can do is to go on 
some of the commercial tours. 
These provide a quick introduction 
to what the place has to offer in 
terms of historical and contempo- 
rary highlights. He may or may 
not wish to take pictures during 
the tour, but in any event, he will 
want to make notes of subjects and 
places that particularly interest 
him as a photographer so that he 
may return !ater and approach the 
subject more leisurely, .perhaps 
when the lighting is different. 

The tour thus provides a quick 
look at the city and suggests de- 
tails of a personal itinerary the 
photographer may wish to prepare 
for his later camera excursions on 
his Own. Incidentally, use the 
tour as a chance to take pictures 
of people in relation to the various 
sights on the guide’s agenda. The 
guide himse!f may be colorful 
enough in his gestures as he de- 
scribes a particular site to justify 
shooting a series of candid shots 
of him In such cases, try to 
show the crowd as well, and some 
letails of the place, say the Coli- 
seum in Rome.

SINCE YOU ARE sstrictly on 
your own, don’t try to cover the 
city completeiy. One of the joys 
of the amateur is that he can shoot 
what, when and how he likes, and 
buy postcards to cover the rest. 
Among the fruitful ideas avail- 
@ble to the travel photographer one 
of the richest is the developing 
situation photographed over a pe- 
riod of time from several minutes 
to several hours. Take pictures in 
such story-telling groups and se- 
quences wherever possible; the re- 
sults can tell more about the ways 
xf a people, than the single pic- 
ture of isolated subjects. 

The technique is simple. One 
setting of shutter and aperture 
usually will be enough, and even 
focusing may be the same, though 
in sOme instances it may have to 
be altered somewhat, if the sub- 
ject areas vary or the photographer 
moves about often

“SECRET of the new fuel cell’s 
success,” Dr. C. E. Larson, Na- 
tional Carbon’s' research vice 
president, said, “is the chemically 
treated, hollow, porous carbon 
electrodes through which the gases 
enter the cell, and which also con- 
duct the electricity produced by 
the electrochemical reaction.” 

Designed to work at ambient 
temperatures, and at approximate- 
ly atmospheric pressure, the new 
fue} cell is the first that does not 
depend on high temperatures or 
pressures for efficient “ operation, 
Dr. Larson explained. 

The production of electricity di- 
rectly from hydrogen and oxygen 
in a fuel cell is inherently more 
efficient than its production in a 
conventional steam system in 
which the heat is supplied by burn- 
ing these same gases. Practical 
limitations in using all of the heat 
produced reduce the overall ef- 
ficiency of a steam system to ap- 
proximately 30 or 35 percent, 
while a fuel cell, which eliminates 
the intermediate heat step and 
converts directly from chemical to 
electrical energy, has a top ef- 
ficiency of about twice that figure.

“This new fuel cell,” Dr. Kor- 
desch explained, “is merely a 
sealed jar into which are fed hy- 
drogen and oxygen through the 
special hollow electrodes. The 
electrochemical reaction of the 
gases at these electrodes produces 
an electric current, with only 
water as a by-product. With the 


water disposed of by evaporation, 
the life of the fuel cell is theo- 
retically unlimited. Cells have 
been operating eight hours a day, 
five days a week for the past year, 
with no signs of deterioration.

1 small onion (optional) 
Rinse peas and soak in 4 quarts 
water overnight. Heat in the same 
water and bring to a boil in cov- 
ered kettle. Skim off skins as they 
come to the surface. When no 
more appear, add the’ pork and 
simmer one to two hours, until 
done. Season to taste and serve 
piping hot with the pork either in 
the soup, or on a separate plate 
with mustard. 





FRENCH ONION SOUP 


6 onions, sliced thin 
% cup butter 
7 cups stock 
% cup grated cheddar cheese 
lteaspoon W orcester- 
shire sauce 
salt and pepper 
Cook onions in butter until 
golden.

NITED Nations material 
dominates the stamp 
news this week. There’s word 
ef a new booklet, a new 
stamp, anew panel of designers 
and a look at the new issues for 
next year. 

First the booklet. This is an 87- 
page illustrated publication show- 
ing: the 29 different designs of 56 
stamps that have been issued by 
the U.N. since the first United 
Nations Stamps of Oct. 24, 1951. 

The booklet, entitled “United Na- 

tions Postage Stamps,” may be or- 
dered from the book department, 
Army Times Publishing Co., 2020 
M St: NW, Washington 6, D.C. at 
85 cents. 
“The new stamp is the Human 
Rights Day stamp which is to be is- 
sued December 10. Issue will be 
in the usual three- and eight-cént 
denominations. The design, by 
Olay Mathiesen (Denmark) of the 
UN Setretariat, depicts a flaming 
torch, symbolic of human rights. 

A third international panel of 
stamp designers has been set up to 
design the UN issues for 1958.

Wilson’s ‘Cheap Food’ 
Nixes Ration Increase 


WASHINGTON. — There is no 
new commuted ration rate. It 
remains at $1 per day. 

That’s the jolt handed down by 
Defense Secretary Charles E. Wil- 
son, who this week rejected a plan 
to boost the allowance. It is paid 
to enlisted personnel who do not 
eat in a General Mess and to those 
on leave. 

Reports have it that Defense 
budget experts had recommended 





a new rate of $1.10 per day in view 
of the high cost of feeding men in 
the General Mess. 


A spokesman said that Mr. 
Wilson rejected this move, how- 
ever, on the ground that there 
“had been a slight drop in the food 
price level.” He declined to 
elaborate when pressed for details. 

However, Mr. Wilson ordered a 
restudy of the commuted ration 
rate, and if justified, a new rate 
will go into effect on Jan. 1, 1958.
